Water, Like Hi«iliHay.s 
Galls for Safely Sl<“|)s

As boating becomes more and 
more popular, boating accidents 
are becoming more common. 


As with many other pursuits, 
the highest toll is among 
the 
newcomers who have not yet 
learned what the hazards are 
and how to avoid them. Even 
before you get your boat to the 
water, you must put 
it on a 
trailer and tow it behind your 
car 
This calls 
for 
reduced 
speed, especially on curves and 
in a high wind. Otherwise, your 
trailer can literally pull you off 
the road 
Once on the water, consider­ 
ation for others and common 
sense will go far toward increas­ 
ing your safely and enjoyment. 
If you want all your friends to 
share your pleasure, lake them 
aboard in relays. Overloading 
greatly increases chances 
of 
capsizing 
In any small oratt avoid stand­ 
ing up nr changing *<ea{s while 
fhe boa* is in motion. If speed 
IS vour [uission. don't buzz 
dork nr other boats, either an­ 
chored or moving And keep a 
close lookout for swimmers and 
water skiers, who are the pedes­ 
trians of the water. 
It is unsafe to jump or dive 
from a moving boat because you 
may hit a fl *ating or s'ubmerged 
obiet f nr even hit the surface at 


an angle that will knock your 
breath out. For maximum safety 
insist that everyone aboard has 
a life jacket. Children should 
wear a life jacket at all times 
It is wise not to get too far 
from 
shore, 
especially 
in 
a 
.small boat, because squalls often 
arise on very short notice. If 
your boat does capsize, stay 
with it. This will improve your 
chance of being seen and picked 
up. Besides the shore may look 
closer than it is and even the 
best swimmer.»' have 
trouble 
swimming any great distance in 
cold water, especially 
if it i.< 
rough. 
Learn all the rules and obey 
them. Then, if you are not the 
seasick tvpe. have vourself a 
ball.
